CHALLENGE 

IN SCHEFFERVILLE 

Robert Common, Chapman 
Housemaster is. at the time of writing, 
leading a summer work project in Shef- 
ferville. With him are seven students, 
three are from BCS and the balance are 
from American Schools who are 
members of the Okanela Conference of 
the Round Square. 

The Okanela Conference is a group of 
North American schools dedicated to 
the educational ideas of Kurt Hahn and 
modelled on Round Square Interna- 
tional. The aims are to foster the 
development of the whole man or 
woman in a wide range of human ac- 
tivities. To allow the young to explore 
and enhance their particular gifts as in- 
dividuals while at the same time they 
learn to sacrifice a measure of freedom 
and self-interest on behalf of the com- 
munity. (The good life is dependent on 
the good state). To ensure that the struc- 
ture of the school community depends 
to a large extent upon the pupils 
themselves so that it would in a visible 
way break down if there were any 
general failure of pupils in fulfilling their 
various graded responsibilities and to 
train boys and girls for service through 
the experience of sharing their lives with 
others of dissimilar backgrounds. 

Robert and the students with him are 
leading a recreation program for 
Naskapi children between the ages of 
five and fourteen whose summer oc- 
cupations would otherwise be derelict. 



The program runs for six days a week 
for the month of July. Their activities 
include arts and crafts, games, outdoor 
adventures and construction, camping 
and sports. 

Other news at school is the appoint 
ment of Michael Fox, Head of the 
Geography Department, to Academic 
Dean. He will be responsible for the day 
to day academic surveillance of the 
student body.

Dr. John B. Winder (1879-1944 BCS 
1890-96), School Physician 191044 was 
featured this summer at Quebec '84 in a 
display showing the history of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Liner "Empress of Ireland." 
In addition to his inclusion in the main 
exhibition, his early life and family were 
illustrated in a special profile between 
June 23 and July 25. 

Dr. Winder was the first surgeon ap- 
pointed to the "Ireland" and he served 
in her from the maiden voyage in June 
1906 until October 1907, completing 33 
Atlantic crossings. After nearly eight 
years of Atlantic service, the ship was 
sunk in the St. Lawrence River in 1914, 
with over one thousand lives lost. 



The display contained photographs of 
the ship, its officers, passengers and 
crew. The wheel-house was constructed 
full-size, using the original salvaged in- 
struments, and other artifacts, including 
the ship's bell. Videotape equipment was 
used to show diving operations to the 
wreck, and interviews with survivors. 

This exhibition provided the most 
complete story of this fine ship ever 
assembled. The entire project was 
designed by, and built under the direc- 
tion of Philippe Beaudry, founder and 
president of the Empress of Ireland 
Historical Society.
